AGRICULTURAL ASSOCIATION. 


A NUMBER OF SUBJECTS DISCUSSED BY 


FARMERS AT THE ARENDTSVILLE 


MEETING. 


The AdamS County Agricultural As- 


sociation held its annual meeting in 
Ihirdly Able Club ruom at Arendtsville 
on SiiLurduy afternoon, March ICtli. 


An eleciion oi' utlicei'M for toe enabling 


year was held, with the following result: 
President, John JF. Bushey ; Vice Preui- 
den!, J. Blair Garretson ; Secretary, A. 
1. Weidner; Treasurer, Eli 1'. Garret- 
son ; Member County Institute Commit- 
tee, Samuel Bi'eam. 


First topic—" How to Prevent Potato 


Scab." A. 1. Weidner said that if seed 
ia iill'ected with, or is scabby, to treat it 
with a solution of corrosive sublimate,, 
one ounce dissolved in 15 Callous of water; 
seed to be covered with solution, for one 
hour, then removed and spread out to 
dry before cutting. This will kill the 
germs if the germ of scab irc in the soil, 
lie'also tiuggwsted growing a cover crop 
of rje. 
If sowed the fall previous and 


plowed down iu (lie spring when twelve 
or fourteen inches high, and potatoes 
piauled, I he rye will cause the soil to be- 
come slightly acid, which will destroy 
the scab jerm in the i;oil. 


liufus Lnuver has used Hour of sulphur 


on seed at planting time, but has n<>t had 
desired results with this treatment, al- 
though recommended by some writers. 


IJeury Deardoi II, in answer to question 


referred to him, has found strawberries 
to lie most profitable to him of all the 
snniil fruits. 


Kufus Lituver corroborates Mr. Dear- 


durll, and has also found them the most 
profitable with him.

Gettysburg to the majority of Ameri- 


cans, represents not ao much a Ulstiuct 
place on the map aa the idea of a terrible 
conflict and one or the turning points in 
the history of the Nation. .None hears 
the name without, a thrill of pride—the 
dweller of the North, because the result 
of the battle was that Washington anc 
.Baltimore did not tall into the hands 01 
the Confederates, as there would have 
beeu great danger of their doing had the 
struggle terminated differently ; aud the 
Southerner, because o£ the heroic efforts 
o£ Lee and his devoted followers against 
superior numbers—efforts which, butfoi 
circurnsfauciis which seemed almost tri 
ilmg at the time, would probably have 
beeu successful. The name brings to 
oiiud couutlesB deeds of heroism per- 
formed ou that bloody field on those first 
three days of July, 1863, when, out ot 
103,000 men engaged ou both sides, more 
than Oiie-fourth were reported as killed, 
wounded or missing after the battle. 
The Battlefield is marked by many men 
urnents, but they areas naught compar 
ed with the monuments of pride aud lov- 
ing remembrance erected in millions oi 
human hearts all over the laud. 


iiut the past is not all that Gettysburg 


has to dwell on. Far Irom it—for the 
present of tlje thriving Penasylvanii 
comaumity, aud HsiuLure ineveugreat- 
er degree, are as bright and promising as 
the past is glorious. 
Gettysburg was 


laid outTfi years before the guns thund- 
ered among her bills, and she bids fair to 
be a thriving community when the great 
struggle shall have become us remote 
a memory as the landing of Columbus. 


Gettysburg is the county seat of 


Adams county, Pa., and is situated upon 
as beautiful a site us taatot l Swetii. Au- 
burn, lovleliest village of the plain." On 
either side is a ridge—Seminary llldge to 
the west and Cemetery 11)11 to the south- 
east. All about are low bills aud fertile 
valleys which have been given the name 
of the Piedmont of the Atlantic water- 
shed, because they lie at the foot of 
South Mountain, between whichaud the 
ocean there are no other greater eleva- 
tions.

Until May 19, 172!), Lhe territory sur- 


rounding G-eUysbury was a part ot Cties- 
tta- county, one of the three original 
counties of the State, ot wbich the other 
two were Pijiladelphiaand Bucks. Sub- 
sequent subdivisions caused the site ot 
Gettysburg to ilud itself iu several other 
couutiea. In 1729 Lancaster county wa.u 


formed from Cheater, and on August li), 
17-18, York county was erected, embrac- 
uig all the country from the Susquehau- 
na River lo South Mountain, and as far 
south aa the Maryland line. 
Adams 


county was formed from the western 
part of York county on January 22, 
1800. The southern boundary of Adams 
county is the Maryland or "'Maaott's aud 
JDixou's" line. 
This was run by a sur- 


vey in J7G8, by Charles Mason and Jere- 
miah Dnon, who were commissioned by 
the Orown to settle the dispute over the 
boundary between Delaware and Penn- 
sylvania on the north and Maryland on 
tlje south. The nearest point ot the 
boundary is seven miles from Gettya 
burg. 


About the year 1780 James Gettys, a 


Presbyterian of Scotch-Irish descent, set- 
tled on & tract of land about 116 acres in 
extent, which was a portion of the 
"Masque Manor" property, belonging to 
the Perm family, which was one of the 
manors given by the General Assembly 
of Pennsylvania to the heirs of William 
Peun after the Revolution. Ou January 
10,17SG, James G-ettys had the town site 
surveyed and a plot made. 
He then 


held a lottery of the town lots, the deeds 
conveyiug them providing that they were 
to be held subject to an annual ground 
rent of seven shillings six pence, to be 
paid to the proprietor or his assigns or 
heirs forever. 
When the county waa 


erected, however, a contest arose be- 
tween Gettysburg and two other places 
for the honor of being the county seat, 
aud to secure it James Gettys conveyed 
nearly all of the ground rents to the 
County Commiesionere. The county still 
holds them and collects them annually. 


Gettysburg became the county seat in 


1SOO, and the first court was held there 
by Hon. John J. Henry in the winter of 
1800-1, in the dwelling of the founder of 
the town, which stood in the rear of the 
site now occupied by the Hotel Gettys- 
burg.

St. Francis Savier School was erected

Aloial, phy- 
sical, intellectual and religious traininp:

Rev. Dr. Frederick Augustus Muhlen- 


burg, one of the best known clergymen in 
the Pennsylvania Lutheran Ministeriuin, 
died at tbe residence o£ his eon, in Kead 
ing, Thursday afternoon, aged 82 yeara. 


Dr. Muhlenburg was a great-grandson ol 


the Iiev. Dr. Heury Melcboir Muhlenburg, 
founder of tbe Lutheran church in Amer- 
ica. 
He waa born in Lancaater, August 


25, 1818, and was a son of Dr. Frederick 
Augustus Muhlenburg, for many yeara a 
noted physician and botaniat. Iiev. Muhl- 
enburg was educated at Pennsylvania Col 
lege and Jefferson College, graduating at 
the latter place in 188U. 
He studied 


theology at I'rmcetou. 


lu 1839 he became an instructor 


Franklin College, Lancaster, and remained 
with that institution until its consolidation 
with Marshall College, in 185D, when he 
became professor ot Greek in Pennsylvania 
College, this place, remaining here until 
1807. 
In that year the Pennsylvania 


•Synod established Muhlenburg College, at 
Allentown, and elected him its first presi- 
dent. 


After nine years of service there he re- 


signed uud was called to the Greek profes- 
sorship iu the University, Philadelphia. 
This position Dr. Muhlenburg resigned in 
1888, and after snrae years acted temporar- 
ily as president of Tliiel College, at Green- 
ville, Pa.
